RENEWAL OF NEGOTIATIONS BY THE BREIT- 
ISH GOVEKNMENT. 
Seetal Disputch to The Chicago Tribune 
* Wasutvoton, D. C., Nov. 27.—Further in- 
quiry develops the fact that the renewal ot 
per mg — negotiations concerning the fish- | 
erles qgeustion was begun by Lord Granville 
in behalf of Great Britain soon after the 
adjournment of Congress. It is supposed 
that the English Government was alarmed 
by the movement in this country to restore 
the duty on fish and flan-olls, and took the 
firstopportunity to prevent such legislation. 
As alrvady stated in these dispatches, Gran- 
ville takes the ground that the rights of 
American fishermen obtained under treaty 
cannot be destroyed or abridged by colo- 
nial legislation enacted either prior or subse- 
quent to the ratification gf the treaty. This 
is directly opposed to the doctrine of Lord 
Salisbury, of Beaconsfield’s Adchluistration. 
who held that legislation enacted before the 
treaty must control the provisions of the 
treaty. Load Granville also impliedly ad- 
mits Britain’s Hability for the Fortune Bay 
and similar outrages by proposing a Com- 
mission to adjudicate upon them. A num- 
ber of new attacks have been made by pro- 
vincial fishermen upon our fishing boats, and 
the question of damages is becoming more 
and more importaht.

Wasninerton, Nov. 27.—As one means of 
relieving the Supreme Court of the pressure 
of busi ness it is suggested that a bill will be 
introduced authorizing the appointment of 
two additional Justices, whose places in turn 
are not to be filled until the numberof Jus- 
tices shall be reduced to nine.

GOOD TIMES AND THE WORKING CLASSEs. 

There is a striking contrast between the 
present condition of the working classes in 
this city and county and that of three years 
ago. All people who have been reasonably 
prudent in their expenditures can look for- 
ward to the coming winter with a sense of 
security against the wolf atthe door. They 
are comfortably housed, and have made pro- 
vision during a season of ample employment 
and good wages for their food, fuel, and 
clothing. There are no visible signs of want 
or suffering among any class. Three years 
ago the opening of winter was almost appall- 
ing to the working classes and the poorer 
people. There had been four years of con- 
stant contraction. Work had been scant, 
and thie pay stanter still. The manufactur- 


lug and transportation Interests had been 


barely surviving against a prolonged and 


veloped into flot and incendiarism, 
lowing winter brought but little 
the spirit of unrest was emphatically d 
in the spring by a Communlstle vote o 
for Mayor in this eity, whieh 
almost entirely at the late election, 

Three years of gradually-increasing pros- 
perity has wrought a marvelous change in 
the condition of the great mass of people | 
who Work for ving. There have deen 
no @reat or general to throw large 
numbers out of employment. The mills an 
turnaces that were shut down have been 
started up agaln. An increase of trade and 
improved prices have affogded better wages, 
which no amount of threats qf violence, 
could secure. There have been nod collapses 
among the savings-banks to swallow up the 
surplus earnings of the people. “The rail- 
roads and ships have been runn — 
There has been in the growing ci 
amount of building of late which — 
paralleled during the process of rebuilding 
Chicago after the fire of 1871. The policy of 
retrenchment which was forced upon munie- 
ipal corporations has made some rediction in 
taxes, and individuals have been benefiting 


times Rad foreed upon them. Every doliar 
in cireulation has an equal und uniform 
value, and the losses incident to former 
vnelllations have been averted. Interest has 
been ahd still 18 lower than ever before, and 
those who are in debt have had a lighter 
burden in proportion than they liad been ac- 
customed te bear. The Bankruptey Courts 
cleared up the great majority of the unsafe 
concerns, and employés have been paid regu- 
larly. The number of tramps throughout 
the country has been reduced to the worth- 
less vagubonds who will not work, and the 
expenses of pubiie charities have been ma- 
terlally cut down wherever there is an hon- 
est administration. The people of large 
means have again resumed a liberal style of 
living, and the expenditures are distributed 
among those who are employed in the mani- 
fold vocations that provide the comforts and 


pect of hard times has worn away; confi- 
dence and hopefulness in the future may be 
found in varying degrees among all classes 
of the community. ‘ 

The single drawback to this bright con- 
dition of things is that prosperity frequently 
betrays into extravagance and excess those 
who have really no right to indulge em- 
selves. It is proper and commendable that 
people with large means should spend their 
money freely. Their expenditures for hand- 
some houses and clothes, for horses and car- 


ment and art, and fer personal adornment 
and gratification of all kinds help to improve 
the conditicn of the purveyors to these vani- 
ties and pleasures, and of the numerous pevo- 
ple who are employed in the prepatahon 
thereof. But the classes who live upon day 
wages, plece-work, and salaries—the jour 
neymen at trades, the mechanics, the book- 
keepers, the clerks, and the émployés of all 
kinds who have a stated ihcomhe—owe it 
to themselves in time of prosperity to 
lay up for a rainy day. y should 
keep in mind the possible reverses 
in business, loss of employment, sick- 
ness, increase of family, growing ex- 
penses, and misfortunes that cannot be 
averted. The men and families who have: 
anything to dread from the winter which is 
opening so early can trace the responsibility 
for their present apprehension to folly, ex- 
travagance, or improvidence of some kind. 
ln times like these nearly every family can 
save a little money, and most families are 
able to make arrangements for a future 
homestead. This cannot be done, however, 
and at the same time indulge in drink, tobac- 
co, finery, and thé unnecessary things of life 
upon an income in which a surplus is only 
possible to people of good habits and eco- 
nomical methods. The depression and dep- 
rivations of the period of hard times follow- 
ing the panic ought to be still vivid enough 
to restrain those who suffered then from ini- 
providence now Which may leave them 
equally helpless when the next revérses shall 
come, 5

DEAD ANIMAL GREASE IN BUTTER. 

The nefarious practice of foed-adultera- 
tion is, beyond question, in course of rapid 
expansion. It isa great abuse deserving of 
unsparing denunciation and calling urgently 
for consideration at the hands of the legis 
lators of every State in the Union, if not, in- 
deed, of the National Congress. Food-adul- 
teration should be made a ¢rime, with severe 
penalties attached to its commission. It is 
no answer to say that all adulteration is not 
poisonous, and hence not necessarily ¢rimi- 
nal. The purchaser of an article of food has 
a natural right to get what he calls for, and 
he should have the legal right also. Besides, 
it is impossible as arule for the purchaser 
of adulterated food to determine for 
himself whether or not the article 
purchased contains a poisonous or an 
innocuous foreign substance. He should 
not be required to subject his pur- 
chase to the test of cheniical analysis. 
It is not denied that poisons enter largely 


there is no valid defense for those who use 
innocuous substances in their adulterations. 
At best the adulterant cheats, because the 
foreign substance introduced is always less 
valuable than the articles adulterated ; and it 
isacrime to cheat. If adulteration be al- 
lowed to begin there is no telling where it 
will end. But it is quite sure to dégenerate 
from innocuous substances to poisonous sub- 
stances, and that very soon. 

Take, for instance, the adulteration of but- 
ter with lard. Itis claimed by certain man- 
ufacturers of spurious butter that they use 
none but the purest leaf-lard, and it is not pro- 
posed to dispute the truth of this staterment. 
But while this may be, and doubtless is, the

THE PORK BRANCH OF CHICAGO'S BUSt- 


NESS. 

The actual recelpts up to date, dnd the in- 
formation of the number on the Way, give 
promise that at the close of the month, next 
Tuesday, the total number of hogs received 
in this city during the thirty days of Novem- 
ber (four Sundays and one holiday included) 
will aggregate ever 1,100,000. The reeeipts 
up to Saturday night amounted to 953,000, 
Ot this grand total, not exceeding 100,000 
have been shipped beyond this point, while 
the remainder, say hi round numbers 1,000,- 
000, have been or Will be slaughtered and 
packed in this city, The highest number of 
hogs received in this city in any previous 
month was in November, 1878, when it 
reached 907,625. The highest number ever 
received in any one week was for the seven 
days ending Nov. 20, 1880, When it Was 
300,488; the greatest number in any previous 
week was in Jantary, 1879, when 276,200 
were received, These receipts do not in- 
clude those from the adjoining country which 
are brought to the ty by tarmers’ wagons. 

The average pricepaid for these 1,100,000 
hogs was $4.70 per 100 pounds, making an 
average cost of @12 per hog, or a total 
amount of cash paid on delivery of the swine 
ot $13,200,000, 

The one milliot hogs retained in the 
city, and slaughteréd and packed, cost $12,- 
000,000 at the yards; and for one month’s 
business in one branch of trade this is a 
respectable stim. Omitting Sundays and 
Thanksgiving, there were only 25 working 
days in November; the receipts therefore av- 
eraged 44,000 per day. Leaving out of the 
account the number shipped hence, the num- 
ber received and bought for packing in Chi 
cago—1,000,000— was the average rate of 
40,000 per day, at a of $480,000, 

This million of were killed and 
packed as rapidly s they were received. 
Zach day's receipts wyre necessarily handled 


and put out of the way before the next day's 


supply was received. The whole immense 
force of operators, mumbering many thou- 
sands of workmen, were actively employed. 
The product of these hogs is known com- 
mercially as pork, lard, and meats, To the 
original cost of the als at the yard is to 
be added the cost converting them into 
these products, ring the use of large 
sums of money, and the value of the finishea 
products represents he aggregate value of 
the live material and ot the addiuons thereto 
madein Chicago. 

The slaughtering of hogs was at one time 
confined to certain months in the year; 
itis carried on now throughout the whole 
year. Of course les is done in the sum- 
mer season than in cooler portions of the 
year. The business is increasing annually 
in Chicago, and this year promises to far ex- 
ceed that of any previous year.

_ ANOTHER THEOBY OF EVOLUTION. 

The Duke of Argyll, one of the stanchest 
of the Scotch orthodox, has contributed a 
paper to the Contemporary Review, in which 


he ventures some speculations upon à sub- 
| ject not usually considered admissible from 


the orthodox point ef view, and with results 
that bring him abreast of Darwin in the 
matter of evolution, though the doctrine, if 
it may be so called, is applied ina different 
way. In seeking to establish thé unity in 
Nature, he does nottrace the gradual devel- 
opment of man up from the lower forms, 
but arrives at the deduction, growing out of 
natural observation, that there is nowhere 
any real break in the continuity af the proc- 
ess by which animal instinct and sagacity 
are developed into human reason and wiil. 
In his own language, Man is nothing but 
the result and index of an adjustment con- 
trived by and [reflecting the Mind 
that is supreme in Nature. Weare derived, 
and not eviginal. We have been derived, 
or, if any one likes the phrase better. we have 
been ‘evolved’; not, however, out of nothing, 
nor oat of confusien, nor out of lies; but 
out of Nature, which is but a word for the 
source of. all existence, the source of all 
onder, and the very ground of 1 truth. — the 
Walls.“ This 

is dangerous ground for the orthodox be- 
liever to stand upon; but the Duke gives 
some strong reasousfor iixconclusions, de- 
rived from his obseryations of Nature, which 
— him to believe that instinct in the ani- 
is the exact correlative of what is called 
intuition in man, with this distinction: that 
the animal’s instinct is not unaccompanied 
by keen feeling is evidently guided, if 
not precisely by A. gellective judgment, 
yet by something which answers its pur- 
while, on the other hand, man's in- 
tuition, on which he Tears so great a 
strugture of scfentific ptinciple, is usually 
far short of anything on Which he can im- 
mediately act. It must be combined,” says 
the Duke of Argyll, “with a great many les- 
* of experience, mist De expanded into a 
number ot subordinate inferences, be- 
fore it can be made the lasis of that sure sort 
of action which, in the ease of the lower ani- 
mals’ instinct, appeats*to elicit at once from 
the pressure of the asion.”

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N ‘trom this rr and comparing the 
bird’s maneuvres with the processes of man in 
learning to defend a camp against an enemy, 
the Duke finds that in the one Instance the 
action is ready-made and in the other thought 
out, but that there is ho. difference in the 
essence Of the processes. The Duke of 
Argyll, as we have stated, has placed Him- 
self upon a dangerous ground, and one Which 
will be speedily antagonized. He is coming 
danwerously néat to Daywinism, and the 
joint positions oecupiéd by these two great 
thinkers suggest still further possibilities. 
If Mr. Datwin ean successfully maintain his 
favorit theory of the physical evolution 
of man from the lower forms of creation, and 
the Duke of Argyll can suecessfully main- 
tain his theory of the evolution of mind, and 
establish the fact that animal instinct rises 
without a break into human reason and will, 
how long will it be before the thin partition 
between the mental and spiritual will be en- 
tirely broken away, and some bold thinker 
will establish the startling theory that ant- 
mals have souls, only n smaller degree, and 
that the spiritual nature of man has been 
evolved from the spirſtual nature of the ani- 
mal? If there be complete physical ann in- 
tollectual unity in Nature, it certainly is not 
along step to the deduction that there is 
spirit ual unity also. 


OLD AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS. 

The oceasion of the complimentary recep 
tion to Thutlow Weed in New York seems a 
fitting one to take a glance at the past news 
paper life of this country. 


At the breaking out of the Revolutionary 
War there were thirty-seven newspapers in 
the American colonies,—New Hampshire hav- 
ing one, Massachusetts seven, Rhode Island 
two, Connecticut four, New York four, Penn- 
sylvanla nine, Maryland two, Virginia two, 
North Carolina two, South Carolina three, 
and Georgia one. ‘Of these, five are still in 
existence—to wit: The New Hampshire Ga- 
zette, founded at Portsmouth by Daniel 
Fowle in 1766, and still issued in that city on 
every Thursday by the Chronicle and Gazette 
Publishing Company ; the Massachusetts Spy, 
started in Boston by Isaiah Thomas, and by 
him afterwards removed to Worcester, where 
he built up a large book-publishing business 
and wrote his well-known “ History of Print- 
ing”; the Newport Merewry, in Rhode 
Island, from whose office the Newport 
Guide,” so famillar to summer visitors, is 
issued annually; the Connecticous Courant, 
now edited by Gen. Joseph R. Hawley; 
and the Maryland Gazette, at Annapolls, 
which was established in 1746, and is the 
oldest living American newspaper. The old 
Venetian name Gazette was a very popular 
one for newspapers in those days, and was, 
indeed, used in the same broad sense that 
the word Journal now is, to indicate simply 
a newspaper. Benjamin klin says in the 
first number of his Pennsylvania Gazette, 
issued in 1729, The auther of ‘a gazette (in 
the opinion of the learned) ought to be 
qualified with an extensive acquaintance 
with the languages,” ete. Of the papers pub- 
lished in 1778, seventeen, or almost one-half, 
bore the name of Gazette. The Journat ap- 
peared as a title for six of them, the Post for 
two, the Post-Boy for two, and the Mercury 
for four. The other names used were News- 
Letter, Packet, and Ledger. The original 
Boston News-Letter, started in 1704, was 
the first American newspaper, except the 
Publick Occurrences, which ‘was smoth- 
ered at its birth in 109. The first 
Boston Gazette, which was the second 
American newspaper, was founded in 
1719, in Court street, where the Advertiser 
building now stands, and where in 1721 
James Franklin printed the New England 
Courant, with his brother Benjamin as ar 
apprentice, Another Boston Gazette, found- 
ed in 1788, of which Benjamin Edes was 
editor, became a pillar of strength to the 
patriot cause in the struggle of the Revolu- 
tion, but took the losing side in the subse- 
quent contest over the Constitution, and its 
old conductor spent his last days in friendless 
poverty. Thethird American newspaper, the 
American Weekly Mereury, which was 
established at Philadelphia in 1719, had a 
successor in the Revolutionary epoch called 
the Philadelphia Mercury, but the New 
England Ceurant, which was the fourth, 
had they not even a name left. This paper 
was chiefly remarkable for being the first 
one in this country chat was subjceted to a 
legislative investigation, Forsome offensive 
political article James Franklin was brought 
before the Assembly and censured, and im- 
prisoned for a month by the Speaker’s order 
because he would not tell who wrote the 
article, and when he was let out the House 
gave an order—“‘a very odd one,” as Benja- 
min says in his autobiography—that James 
Franklin should no longer print the paper 
called the New England Courant.” To 
avoid this order, James and his apprentice 
concocted “a flimsy scheme” by which the 
name of Benjamin Franklin appeared 
as publisher for several months. It 
died in 1727. Franklin’s Pennsylvania 


Gazette was, in 1778, published by Hall & 


Sellers, the senior member of which firm had 
belonged to the famous book-publish- 
ing concern of B. Franklin and D. Hall.“ 
The Columbian Centtnel, the chief Federal 
organ of New England, was founded by 
Benjamin Russell in 1784, and on the 4th of 
March, 1801, it clothed itself in sable and 
printed a stately epitaph on the death of the 
Federal Administration. In 1830 it absorbed 
the New England Palladium, and in 1836 
Russell’s Gazette, but in 1840 Itsown identity 
was lost in the Datly..Advertiser. The Es- 


‘sex Gazette, published at Salem, gave its 


réaders an account of the battle of Bunker 
Hill but its namesake, the present Salem 
Gazette, was not established until 1787. Its 
tounder was Thomas C, Cushing, who for 
the flrat three years called it the Mercury, 
changing its name at the expiration of that 
time. In 1796 it began to appear twice a 
week, and John Pickering, uncle of Timothy, 
who six years later received its vigorous sup- 
port in his famous contest with Jacob Crown- 
inshield for a seat la Congress, declared that 
it was nonsense to disturb the people's 
minds by sending * among them 


tho following questions 
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The last-named took the Tory side and 
changed its name to the Royal, Gazette, and 
in it was publighed* Andre's Cow Chace: an 
Heroick Poem, in Three Cantos,” of which 
the last canto appeared on the very day of. 
his capture, Sept. W. 1780. Of the papers es- 
tablished in New York in the post- Revolu- 
tionary period, the oldest survivors are the 
Comimerctal A and the Bventng 
Post, which, in its early. days, was easily 
recognized by a “Galen's Head,” Whose 
office it was to direét the aitention ot patients 
to the fountain of health presided over by 
Dr. Horn. The New York Columbian was 
printed on paper as blue as indigy, while the 
Orange County Patriot, like the well-known 
“ butter bills“ of the Orange County Bank, 
Which appeared long afterwurds, came out 
on paper as yellow as Mrs. Skewton’s cut 
tains. The Albany Register 
approach to un illustrated paper which the 
country.could boast, for it had a full-length 
Indian, with a headdress of feathers, a gun, 
and a muskrat, who informed the public 
that “Elisha Dorr paid cash, and the 
highest priee, for furs, at his store in 
Court street.” Most of the city pa 
pers reminded the peeple that the God- 
dess of Fortune was reddy and waiting 
at the office of Messrs. Waite in New York, 
and of Messrs, Allen in Albany, toshower 
gold upon her favorits, through the Oswego 
Bridge Lottery, or the Union Lottery, whose 
drawings would take place under the diret- 
tion of Simeon De Witt and other offictals of 
thé Stats. 

The Poughkéepsis Jburnmt was, as early 
as 1808 and for almost thirty. years after- 
wards, presided over by Paraclete Potter, a 


brother of the Episcopal Bishops of New, 


York and Pennsylvania, who afterwards re- 
moved to Milwaukee, where he died some 
years ago, Perhaps the Albany Bvening 
Journal hardly deserves to be classed among 
the early Athericah newspapers, but it was 
founded by Mr. Weed as long age as 1839, 
and he, at least, comes down to us from a 
former generation. He withdrew from the 
active editorship of the Journal in 1802, but 
iti March last he returned to his old chair for 


a single day “for the purpose of greeting his Fr

With the 
single exception of Horace Greeley, he has 
gained greater distinction as a political editor 
than any other American, and even now the 
party leaders seek his invalid's vhamber in 
New York, where, like Nestor, the sweet 
tongued a of the Pylians, wlio had lived 
through ea generations of articulate’ 
speaking men.“ he gives Wise counsel on the 
management of a campaign.

THE WANDERER’S HOME. 
ALD. JONAS REOPENING HEI LODGING-HOUSBS. 
Two years ago, at the corner of Wells and In-. 

diana streets,in the North Division, ex-Ald 
Jullus Jonas opened a lodging and soup house 
tor the accommodation of destitute men. That 
year was an unusually hard one financially and 
the winter very severe. In the brief season that 
this institation was kept open over 6,000 men 
found food and shelter under its hospitable roof. 
Ald. Jonas bore the whole outlay, except that 
some food and biankets were furnished him by 
friends, among them Mrs. M. C. McDonald. Last 
year the lodging- house was not opened, because 
the winter was milder and the influx of stran- 
gers not so great. However, the necessity of 
such a sbelter was very apparent. Superintendent 
Seavey, iu the last report he ever made to the 
Council, congratulated Mr. Jonas and compli- 
mented him upon nis generosity, and said that 


it furnished material aid in the prevention of 
crime.

CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 

Burrazio, Nov. N. Four railroad acci- 
dents occurred in this vicinity to-day, in- 
volving the probable death of six men.

The fatally injured are Jeff 
Geer of Holland, Joseph Silaway of Protec- 
tion, and John Loohy of Protection. The 
seriously injured are Jacob Wolf of Holland, 
Martin Wickett of St. Mary's, Pa.; Samuel 
Loch, conductor, and two others, whose

This theory I take en- 
tirely from my experience in all the past sea- 
sons, and there is nothing whatever to prevent 
a repetition.”

In the transfers of the week was the sale by 
Messrs. Garnett & Thomasson of the build- 
ings 147 to 153 Fifth avenue, with lot 790x119, 
for N. S. Ray to Edward: Waller, for $105,000, 
The building is four stories high, and has an 
alley all around it.

STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

Prominent real-estate owners on State 
street, among them Potter Palmer and 
Messrs. Field and Leiter, have put into cir- 
culation petitions looking to tearing up the 
present wooden pavement on that thorough- 
fare in the spring and repairing it with Me- 
dina stone. 

The Common Council has instructed the

The Greatest. Freight Blockade Ever 
Known in the United 
States. 
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IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Judge Tuley yesterday delivered an im- 
portant decision in the case of Garrity vs. 
The Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany, onthe power of the city to grant li- 
censes to railroad companies to lay down 
tracks and run steam-cars for private advan- 
aye within the city limits. The Judge said, 

in substance: The bill in this case alleges 
in substance that the Chicago Dock & Canal 
Company, a stock corporation organized un- 
der the laws of this State, solicited and pro- 
cured to be passed by the City Council of 
Chicago (June 9, 1879) an ordinance granting 
tosaid Company for the term of ten years 
the rightto lay down, maintain, and use such 
railway tracks and switches upon North 
Water street, and Illinois street east of the 
east line of St. Clair street, and 
across the premises owned by said Company 
as might be necessary to afford convenient 
railway access to said premises. That the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Company 
now have railway tracks laid upon the said 
Illinois street, running towards Lake Michi- 
gan from a point about 500 feet east of said 
St. Clair street, between which point and St. 
Clair street the complainants, three in num- 
ber, now own, and for several years past have 
owned, a lot ot land described in said bill.

THE FEMININE EYE.

Simul- 
taneously there would appear a peculiar 
rigidity of the spinal column, and a general 
coldness and lack of mobility in the facial 
expression; this lamentable condition con- 
tinuing until the gentleman acquaintance 
nad sauntered by in a state of cold perspira- 
tion and incoherence, when her vision would 
be instantly restored, her spinal inflexibility 
would vanish, and the austerity of ber expres- 
sion disappear, so that the suffering lady 
would be able to recognize, and most cor-

Axnw Ammon, Mich., Nov. 27.—Prof. James 
C. Watson’s will was opened this afternoon. 
It is in his own handwriting, and is dated 
July 11, 1874. He bequeaths to his wife the 
sum of $3,000, insured upon his life in the 
Connecticut Mutual Life-Insurance Com- 
pany, and an annuity of $200 a year, and to 
his mother an annuity of $150; to his brother, 
Edward Watson, the amount of the latter’s 
indebtedness to him. All residue and re-

MODERN MIRACLES. 

DR. TYNG EXPRESSES FAITH IN THE CURES 
ATTRIBUTED TO NOTRE DAME DE 
LOURDES. 

There was a large congregation last Sun- 
day evening at the Church of the Holy Trin- 
ity, corner of Madison avenue and Twenty- 
second street, New York, to listen to the Rev. 
Dr. Stephen II. Tyng, Jr., the subject being 
one of special interest,—“* The Miraclesat the 
Shrine of Notre Dame de Lourdes.” The 
preacher took for his text—Matthew, xvili., 


10, 20:—“* Then came the disciples to Jesus 


apart and said, Why could not we .cast him 
out? And Jesus said unto them, Because of 
your unbelief, for verily I say unto you if ye 
have faith as a grain of mustard-seed ye 
shall say unto this mountain, remove hence 
to yonder place and it shall remove, and noth- 
ing shall be impossible unto you.” 

After talking at more length upon the sub- 
ject of faith as one of the. great forces of 
spiritual life, Dr. Tyng said: We never 
know what the powers of faith are until we 
find a man who knows all the truths of God 
and is free from all the errors of man. It is 
this faith at the shrine of Notre Dame de 
Lourdes and probably at Knock, in Ireland. 
that is honored by God. The scene of the 
shrine in France is beautiful in its pastoral 
simplicity and freedom frem all association 
with commercial or manufacturing life. 
There live there beneath the shadews of the 
Pyrenees about 6,000 inhabitants. It is a 
land of legend. The guide-books of all this 
region is full of tales of wonder. The peo- 
ple are so cut off from the outer world that 
imagination takes the place of newspapers. 
They are people of simple and profound 
faith. The story of the shrine is full of dra- 
matic incident. A young girl of 14, the 
daughter of poor parents and an invalid from 
her earliest years, one day wandered from 
her home with two other children to gather 
sticks of wood. They came to a grotto on 
the side ofa mountain. In the grotto was a 
natural ledge, arched over. While her com- 
panions were busy gathering sticks this 
young girl advanced alone to the grotto and 
perceived a vision of .a young woman 
dressed ina long white robe, her feet rest- 
ing on a rock, and holding in her handa 
chaplet chain of gold and pendant from it a 

cross. This beautiful woman smiled 
upon her and be her to come down to 
her, and as she did so made the sign of the 
cross. On eighteen different occasions, as 
the story runs, the same apparition appeared 
to her. She took others with her to see it, 
put it was invisible to all other eyes. The 
Church and the Commune became excited by 
the story. The priests at first were incredu- 
lous, and the manager of civil affairs was 
fearful of a riot The priests gave to the 
young girl certain tests to present to the ap- 
parition to determine its identity. One test 
was to have a rosebush at the foot of the ap- 
parition bloom with flowers, it then being 
the month of February. The reply was that 
a blooming rosebush in midwinter would be 
but a passing wonder, and that a greater 
roof would be given. On the next 
ay a stream  triekled from the 
rock, and for twenty-two years it has 
continued to flow as bountifuliy as the 
springs at Saratoga. Messages were given 
by the apparition to the young girl, some for 
herself alone and some for the priests. Two 
me only were given to the Church— 
one to build a shrine at the grotto, and the 
other, phrased in a patois which the child 
did not understand, was, I am the im- 
maculately conceived.“ The child was 
asked how she supposed the Bleased Virgin 
could understand patois, and she replied, 
„God understands everything.” Her sim- 
plicity was most marked, There was no de- 
ception in her, and we would do violence to 
one of the soundest conceptions of our own 
mind if we thought otherwise. Shebelieved 
that she saw the mother of Jesus-Christ, and 


child of the Virgin. Intwo years she was 
made one of the sisterhood and entered a 
convent. Her health was still broken, and 
she was asked what she could do, —if she 
eould wash dishes. She said, “I will do 
anything for the mother of Jesus Christ.” 
She endured terrible sufferings and died a 
most trustful death. This was a simple 
iliustration of the power of faith. For twenty 
years the faith of this girl was tested, and in 
1578 she passed into the presence of her 
Savior, 

This story of the vision and child illus- 
trates the effects of faith on personal charac- 
ter. The story has now reached a point 
where faith is no longer rsonal, The 
Church tells the same story. it has been ac- 
cepted as a verity by the Church of me 
which gives it the indorsement of its au- 
thority. As soon as this indorsement was 
given people from all parts of France began 
flock there. 

Last summer Dr. Tyng visited the shrine. 
On the summit of the hill over the side of 
the grotto is now one of the most grandly 
constructed edifices to be found out of 
Paris. There are confessionals on all sides 
in small chapels, in which are priests speak- 
ing all languages. The church was built 
through contributions of the taithful, and 
that, too, at a time when France was greatly 
impoverished. by the civil war. After de- 
scrib in de the architectural beauty of 

n church and its appurtenant struct- 
ures and their various uses, the Doctor said 
that at the time of his visit last summer there

“THE LITTLE CHURCH.” 


THE THEATRICAL SHRINE AND ACTORS’ 
CHAPLAIN IN NEW YORK. 


Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial, 

“ww Yorn, Nov. 18.—A man on whom the 
robe of a Protestant Episcopal clergyman 
hung gracefully, with a nice arrangement of 
every plait and fold; of medium hight and 
shapely build; of apparently 45 years; with 
regular, pleasant features, and a benignant 
expression; with gray hair in his neatly- 
trimmed beard and around the sides of a fine 
head, the top of which was bald. Such was 
the personal appearance of the Rev. Dr. 
George H. Houghton, as he stood at the 
chancel-rail in the Church of the Transfig- 


uration, commonly known as the Little 


Church Around the Corner. Chance has 
made Houghton the chaplain of the New 
York theatres. The distinction is distasteful 
to him. He is sweeping and unjust in his 
condemnation of the stage. He would not 
witness a dramatic performance of any sort, 
or admit that an actor could be a Christian. 
But he conscientiously reads marriage and 
funeral rites for the stage people when 
called upon to do so the same as 
he would for saint or malefactor. Why, then, 
has he been chosen, instead of a more liberal- 
minded man, to minister to the very few re- 
ligious requirements of the theatres? Be- 
cause ten years ago he officiated at the fun- 
eral of George Holland, the comedian, after 
another Episcopalian had refused to do so, 
The latter, the Rey. Dr. Sabine, said he pre- 
ferred not to read the burial service over the 
remains of an actor, and advised the appli- 
cant to goto the little church around the 
corner.” The phrase was instantly caught 
up by the public, great indignation was 
poured aren Sabine, and Houghton was at 
once fixed in the popular mind as the spirit- 
nal adviser of the theatrical profession. Ex- 
cept in eases where Roman Catholic services 
are uired, he has ever since done about 
all of the marrying and paying ay by 
actors and actresses in thiscity. The gen- 
eral misconception of Houghton and his 
church is quite natural under the cir- 
cumstances, and heretofore no effort has 
been made to set the matter right. In 
the first place, Sabine’s church was the 
littie one. It was a small, plain, wooden 
structure, and accommodated a poor con- 
* on. Sabine has 28 over to 
ormed Episcopalianism, has a church 
elsewhere, with a meagre salary. On the 
other Houghton_is one of wealth- 
iest clergymen in the United States, and his 
chureh is large and fine, though its peculiar 
architecture might lead a careless observer, 
viewing only the wing that stands endwise to 
the street, to describe it as little. ‘The site of 
the church and parsonage comprises six full 
lots in Twenty-ninth street, just east of Fifth 
avenue. The market value of the ground 
alone isnot less than $150,000. The resi- 
dence is a double modern house, elegant in 
its cf er — and certainly worth $75.- 
000. Putting the church edifice at the same 
figures for a ames, pas we have a total valu- 
ation of $300,000. That disposes of the Little- 
Church-Around-the-Corner notion, doesn’t 
it? Now for another astonisher. Houghton 
is personally owner of this prop- 
erty. There is a regularly organized 
church, to be sure, and to it belong 
some of the appurtenances of the 
house of worship: but Houghton inherited 
and owns the real estate, which lies in the 
most fashionable quarter of the city, right 
on the ascent of Murray Hill, and could any 
day be sold at the highest prices. But 
Houghton is an earnest churchman, and pre- 
fers devote his wealth to religion. is 
son is the assistant rector, and other rela- 
tives are in the choir, A more independent 
pastor does not exist. He can turn out his 
congregation, but they can not oust him. 
His convictions are firm. For instance, he 
would not marry’ Kate Claxton to Charles 
Stevenson because she had been divorced 
from Dore Lyon; but ordinarily he responds 
to all calls with ready good will. He isa 
student, an enthusiast, and undoubtedly 
ious. His manner of conducting services 
ast Sunday involved a contradiction. He 
read in a iow and somewhat indistinct ton 
though he has a mellow, well-modulate 
voice; his postures were quiet and not often 
changed; he made few gestures; in short, 
his performance was of the most modest 
and undemonstrative character. 
he a Ritualist. 
never go out on his altar, 
uses more emblems in the service than are 
countenanced by Low Churchmen, and he 
has been accused of maintaining something 
very like a confessional, Before the taking 
up of a collection he explained that the poor 
of the parish were in N need of clothes, 
and that he had been called upon during the 
week to pay some burial expenses. He did 
not raise his voice above the low tone in 
which he had been read There was not 
the slightest animation in his speeth or 
manner. When he preaches (which he did 
not do on this occasion) it is in the same im- 
sive, fp age nid style, I have never 
heard of his 1 a word in the pulpit that 
was worth a single line ot newspaper re- 
porting. He reads his discourses from manu- 
script, and they never by any chance contain 
a new idea, a fresh thought, or the 
slightest departure from scholarly common- 
2 Even his disapprobation of the stage 
s expressed only in conversation, and never 
in a sermon. But socially heis strong. The 
congregation last Sunday was remarkable for 
size and diversity. The bulk of it was ultra- 
fashionable. The names engraved on big 
silver plates at the ends of the pews were 
those of wealthy Murray Hill families. The 
clothes displayed were mainly of the best in 
shape and fabrics. But alongside these folks 
in broadcloth and satin were manifestly poor 
worshipers, some white and some black. 
Houghton prides himself on the mission work 
of his parish. He gathers in as many as pos- 
sible from the byways, gives them clean 
clothes, and puts them into pews. This is not 
done simply to get a crowd together: for his 
seats are always full. There were not less 
than 1,500 persons present last Sunday, and 
that is a large number, as New York congre- 
gations go. The edifice itself is a curiosity. 
it is a low structure, shaped like a letter L., 
and straggles along two sides of a spacious 
yard. The altar is in the corner, so that it 
caa be seen from both the long wings of 
the building; but the people in one wing have 
no view of the people in the other wing, 
The roof is jointed, and there are many?

ow, there is a well-known proverb— Give 
the Devil his dub. We protest that our cler- 
ical brethren are scarcely fair in putting all 
this burden on his shoulders, unless it can 
be proved to belong there. Though no friend 
of the Prince of Darkness (notwithstanding 
that many who read this will probably set us 
down at once as one of his emfssaries), we do 
not think it either just or politic. 

Neither is this course of theirs justified by 
the result. For how has this line of defense 
against the rising infidelity succeeded so far ? 
If they are candid they must confess to a 
pitiable failure. Whateyer they can point to 
which has not been utter defeat, has been 
due not so much to their arguments, as to 
the inherent truth and vigor of Christ’s sys- 
tem, and in spite of their’s.

Be frank and honest, for once, with 
ourself and your neignbor, even if it may 
urt your ide a little. You know you 
preach humility: now just try a little of it 
on, and be careful above all things not to 
confound this self-pride with righteous zeal, 
for that is the most insidious of all errors. 
All wisdom and ali truth is not confined to 
our Church. How absurd! On the con- 
rary, we claim to be as good a Christian as 
you. Here is no radical, desiring to tear up 
everything by the roots, and sweep away ail 
existing institutions. Christianity is the true 
religion, and may it stay and flourish. Nay 
more, let it be cultivated and strengthened 
by being pruned of the dead branches of 
man-made —.— which only retard its 
rowth. You have been obliged to do it be- 
ore; you may be compelled to again. 

Now, gentlemen of the elergy, what are 
you going to do about it? Of course, it 18 
entirely in your power to go on as you have 
been Going. refusing to meet logically and 
squarely problems presented to you, if 
you are so determined, But you can’t af- 
ford it. And, what is more, Christ and His 
cause can’t afford it. If you think that 
this ostrich style 2 to serve you, great 
is vour mistake. e people are; watchin 
and thinking, and while you are eéngratula 
ing 93 that you’are convincing them 
b eold style of exhortation and vague 
statement they areall the time taking your 
measure. Benotdeceived. You must either 
go on with this age or it will leave you. be- 
hind. Think not you can stop the wheels of 
modern thought, even by all the power which 
you undoubtedly f you persist 
you will simply be dragged ignominiously 
where you should have led and guided. 

Should you, therefore, consider all the 
shallow and foolish vagaries of the day? By 
no means. Don’t waste your time and 
strength battling with them, as too many of 
you do. They will go the way of all error 
of themselves. But there are men, and you 
know it, of deep and conscientious thonght, 
of earnest convictions, and of great elo- 
quence and influence, who object to some of 
your positions. These are the men whom you 
cannot afford to disregard. They are getting 
the ear of the Intelligent people, and it is 
your fault that they do. Take their proposi- 
tions of reform in doctrine and investigate 
them carefully and respectfully, and 
be perfectly frank te admit it if in 
any point vou find you are wrong. 
And, above all, do not confound the doc- 
trines of men with those of Christ. So shall 
you gain the respect of the best people, and 
meet best whatever error there may be. 

Finally. This is not written in the inter- 
est of any minister, or of any church, or of 
any orthodoxy, or any heterodoxy, or any 
other“ doxy.” It is the expression of a long- 
felt desire to call the attention of the so- 
called orthodox clergy to the unfortunate 
mistake they are making. There is a large 
and constantly increasing body of people 
who observe this state of things with regret. 
They are both in the Church and out of it, 
and they ought all to be in it. It is a dis- 
grace to the Church that so many of them 
are not. It will not do to say that those who 
desire reform of church doctrine are infidels 
in disguise, or shirks ” who desire a short- 
cut to Heaven without repentance or self- 
sacrifice. Thisis as unjust as foolish, and 
will only be a boomerang to those who fling 
it. On the contrary, they are among the 
most intelligent, honorable, and conscientious 
people in community, and it is for the 
very reason that they are too conscientious 
to pretend to believe what they don’t believe 
and can’t believe that they feel constrained

| ~The First Church of Boston celebrated its 


2th anniversary on the 18th: It was founded 
by John Winthrop, Isaac Johnson, Thomas 
Dudley, and John Wilson, It was regularly 
embodied in ee 1630. On Oct. 17, 1638, 
the Rev. John Cotton was ordained. The 
Church was early torn by schisms, and sey- 
eral synods were held to harmonize all con- 
flicting opinions. A new house of worshi 
was erected in 1640, which cost £1,000. It 
was located where Joy’s Building now 
stamis, on the corner of Washington street 
and Court avenue. On the 23d of December, 
1656, John Cotton died. In 1655 he was suc- 
ceeded as tor by the Rev. John Norton, of 
Ipswich, 12 2 for his literary and 
theological attainments. He died in 1663, to 
the great joy of the Quakers, who, it is 
stated, reported “that the Lord had smitten 
John Norton, the chief priest of Boston; and, 
as he was sinking by the fireside, being under 
— 1 he confessed the h of the 
zord was on him, and so he died.“ In 1711 
the church was destroyed by fire. The 
growth of the organization since then has 
been identical with the growth of Boston, 
— 4 the development of each helped the 
other.

A NEW SMELTING FURNACE. 


Petroleum Used to Meit Ores. 
Popular Science Monthly for December. 

The utilization of petroleum for fuel in the 
various metallurgical operations, in steam 
generating, and generally where coal is in- 
dustrially used, has been a favorit project 
with inventors for a dozen years or more. 
The advantages of such a fuel are very great, 
and the reward to the successful inventor of 
an apparatus that would make its use prac- 
ticable would be correspondingly large. Like 
gas, aliquid fuel is under perfect control, 
and is in a form allowing of perfect combus- 
tion if properly burned. The fuel is, more- 
over, very abundant, the production having 
been for some time past in considerable ex- 
cess ot the demand. In one district alone 
something like 6,000 barrels are daily running 
to waste through lack of storage c ity, 
and one of the largest producers of oil is now 
obtaining from the wells about 15,000 barrels 
per day more than can be marketed. 

The oll companies, as well as inventors 
who have hoped to make a fortune by a suc- 
cessful furnace, have been unceasing in their 
efforts to turn this fuel to industrial uses, 
but so far the devices—and they have been 
many—have uniformly failed. A furnace is, 
however, now being developed which seems 
to promos, not a complete solution, at 
least a partial solution of the problem. The 
furnace consists, in reality, in an immense 
blowpipe flame, which is made to play upon 

ore to be smelted, when used for metal- 

lurgical purposes, amd to pass through boiler- 
tubes when used for steam-generating. In 
the metallurgical paratus there is first a 
fuel-furnace in which any ordinary fuel may 
be used, or oil if preferred. alnst 
1 portion of the flame from this furnace 
a blast of air is projected, similar to that from 
the mouth blowpipe inst the flame ofa 
spirit-lamp. Into this blast, at the point 
where it strikes the fuel-furnace flame, a 
stream of oil is introduced. The on-going 
blast and the heat of the flame vaporize the 
oil, which is then in a condition to be com- 
Nr The result of this arrange- 
ment is the production of a column of flame, 
some thirty or forty feet long, of high 
temperature. This flame is projected hori- 
zontally through an iron cylindrical shell, 
lined with fire-brick with a * of F bg 
ite, into which the ore to be reduced is fed 
from a hopper at the farther end. The shell 
is slowly rotated, so that the en ore, 
tumbling about, is brought into intimate 
contact with the flame. It is also slightly 
inclined, that the material may slowly feed 
into the fame, andthe melted material run 
down into the cricible at the lower end, 
where it is tapped, and the slag run off in the 
usual way. e farther end of the revolv- 
Ing cylinder is let into a chamber built of 
brick, stone, or clay, which is divided into 
compartments by walls or sheets of incom- 
bustible material kept constantly wet by 
running water, The hot gases, carrying 
vapors of the metals and other ingredients of 
the ore, are here gradually cooled down and 
condensed, the character of the condensation 
depending upon the materials present in the 
ore. The burned gases are withdrawn from 
the condensing chamber by means of an 
exhaust-fan, and discharged into the atmos- 

here. The air and oil are both under per- 

ect control, so that a heat suitable for smelt- 
ing or for vaporizing can be produced at 
will. 
Several furnaces are shortly to be put into 
operation for the reduction of ores of the 
precious metals, on which experiments have 
so far chiefly been made. The inventor, 
however, expects to be able to use it suc- 
cessfully in mak iron and steel, as well as 
in burning lime. modified form is also 
suitable to the burning of pottery and glass- 
mak In using it for generating steam, 
the boiler-flue is made large. the flame at no 
point coming in contact with the metal, thus 
avoid the burning out of the boiler, the 
chief difficulty encountered by most of the 
other devices using oil-fuel for steam-mak- 
ing. The experiments with the furnace 
upon an industrial scale have been as yet too 
few and imperfect to thoroughly test its val- 
ue, but they seem to warrant the opinion that 
the furnace has capabilities that promise 
very well for its future usefulness.

New Tonk, Nov. 26.—As the year draws 
toward its close itis apparent that the results 
of the twelve months as to profit and loss are 
largely dependent upon the experiences of 
the coming thirty days. With the cold 
weather and the building of enormous fires 
for heating stures, dwellings, and manufact- 
uring establishments, there is always a heavy 
increase in fire losses, and it is now the most 
potent factor in the problem whether or not 


the next month will produce only an average or 


an abnormal amount of such losses. If De- 
cember may bravely hold its own, that is, 
that receipts may equal expenditures, then 


the year as a Whole will prove a fortunate | 


one compared to the two preceding years. 
Upon the final outeome of this year depends 
the future of the fire-insurance business of this 
country far beyond the belief or understanding 
of those who are not familiar with. its inner 
workings. The fact is, that the stockholders 
who have heretofore pinned their faith upon the 
smaller companies are beginning to partake of 
the general demoralization which has pervaded 
the business for sey years, and their dissat- 
isfation will be increased or diminished by the 
experience of the present year. 
INSURANCE STOCKS AT A DISCOUNT. 
The immediate cause of the discontent of 
stockholders may be found in a comparison 
of the prices of insurance stocks four years 
ago and the present time. There has been as 
a rule a steady downward tendency, relieved 
only here and there by an advance in some 
favorit. These stocks have been an accept- 
able collateral in the banks of this city until 
lately. Now they are refused utterly by a 
majority of the banks, and even those who 
receive them at all do so on terms which are 
suggestive of distrust. There are many bank 
Directors who are also Directors in prom- 
inent insurance companies. There is one 
National bank whose Directors are all, with 
a single exception, Directors in an insurance 
company. Its stock is quoted above par, and 
its book value over 150. Yet this bank declines 
to receive the insurance stock as collateral on 
any terms. To rob such stocks of their vaiue as 
bank collaterals is to destroy, them as invest- 
ments in the minds of many holders, and hence 
there is an inclination to sell. It has come to 
pass that. it pays stockholders better to wind up 
@ company, having even a moderate surplus, 
than to persevere in the unequal struggie for 
business. There is a very general feeling that 
the stockholders of companies which prove un- 
successful during the present year will demand 
their liquidation in order to save what is left. 
The fate of many offices is bound up in the 
baiance-sheets which they may present on the 
Ast of December. 
THE WINDING-UP PROCESS EXPLAINED, 
The unsophisticated reader may not under- 
stand the winding-up process by which stock- 
holders get more in liquidation than in any 
other way. Itis avery simple affair. The 
first thing that usually happens to a com- 
pany about to go into liquidation isto rein- 
sure its outstanding risks. Bids are some- 
times requested from leading companies. 
Generally the company which will take care 
of the retiring President or Secretary can get 
the reinsurance contract on its own terms. 
There is a lively competition for desirable rein- 
surance, and the commission paid ranges from 
22% to 3% per cent. Within a year one of the 
liveliest competitors for reinsurance has ap- 
peared in the “General Reassurance Com- 
pany” of Paris, with its American head- 
quarters in Boston. This Company has the 
reputation of having paid for the reinsurance 
of the Shaumut, and other companies, as high 
as 35 per cent commission upon the pro rata un- 
earned premiums of the retiring Companies. 
The commission received by the outgoing office 
is usually sufficient to reduce its liabilities far 
beiow the legal standard, andif the balance of 
the business of liquidation is judiciously man- 
ages the stockholders may make a — thing. 
Thus the “ Safeguard,’’ which reinsured in the 
London & Lancashire, has paid its stockholders 
already 130 cents on each $100 of stock, anc $10 
more is 2 — to be paid. Before its retire- 
ment, the Safeguard shares were quoted at only 
104. Winding up a company is therefore a pay- 
ing process to stockholders, and it is for this 
reason that the step is contemplated with satis- 
faction by many holders of such stocks. 
MORE FOREIGN ARRIVALS EXPECTED. 
The few arrivals of foreign companies dur- 
ing the present year has been a disappoint- 
ment to many individuals, doubtless, but 
hardly to those who have closely studied the 
situation. The English managers have a bet- 
ter understanding of American insurance 
matters than they are credited with. They 
foresaw the demoralization sooner than their 
American brethren, and shortened sail early. 
The managers of English companies now here 
have no desire to see others enter the field, and 
those who are not here now have no wish to try 
their luck in the midst of the prevailing demor- 
alization. It is understood that several foreign 
offices, among them the Caledonian, 
Royal Exchange, Manchester, Atlas, Ber- 
lin, Cologne, Seottish Imperial, Helvetia, 
Swiss, Svea of Gothenburg, and others, 
have been favorably inclined to enter New 
York, but the evidences of hard times in fire- 
insurance have been too numerous to leave 
much room for encouragement. Indeed, upon 
the reports of the Insurance Departments for 
January and July it was painfully apparent that 
there was but little chance of doing a profitable 
business until the times changed for better. 
Presentiy, however, the tongue of busy rumor 
bas stated that three or four French companies 
and the Berlin-Cologne are seriously resolved to 
venture upon American soil, in spite of the 
r prospect of profit, and several enterpris- 
ing gentlemen are preparing to enter the lists as 
applicants for the American management of 
the newcomers. | 
THE RECENT LION-SCOTTISH UNION ARRIVAL. 
The insurance fraternity was in a bubble 
of excitement some weeks ago on account of 
the appointment of American managers of 
the old Scottish Union & National Insurance 
Company of Edinburg and the Lion of - 
don,—the latter a new company with a round 
million paid-up capital, but little known in 
Engiand. The managers of these Companies 
arrived bere in August and September last. The 
Lion manager is Mr. Charles Bedall, who was 
formerly a sub-agent of the Royal, in Chancery 
lane, London. He is a brother of Mr. E. F. Be- 
dall, of the Royal's New York office. He had 
numerous applications for his Company, but 
under his brother’s inspiration, it is believed, 
desired a big gun for his representative. He 
offered the Company to Mr. Bennett, President 
of the Connecticut Fire of Hartford, but was 
unable to pay Mr. Bennett’s price. Soon after 
the Scottish Union’s manager arrivedin the city, 
and the Lion manager proposed that the two 
companies should organize their American 
business under one management. The Scotch- 
men assented, and by this means the two com- 
panies together were able to offer Mr. Bennett a 
salary of $15,000 per year and an interest in net 
protits. He accepted, and thus became the 
manager of the two companies named. He is 
trying the experiment ma the com- 
mes’ American business with headquarters at 
arttord, but it is the prevailing opinion here 
that inside of twelve months he will be com- 
pelled to remove his office to New York. 
ANOTHER ENGLISH COMPANY DIFFICULTY. 
For more than a month there have been 
rumors of an impending change in the 
American management of the Queen of 
Liverpool. It is now announced with some 
degree of positiveness that the former man- 
ager, Mr. William H. Ross, is hereafter to 
have an associate manager of equal rank, 
and that the United States will be divided 
into several districts, somewhat after the 
manner of the Royaland Liverpool, London & 
Globe Companies. The name of the associate 
manager is not yet divulged, but it is known 
that a department has been created out of the 
States of Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Mary- 


land, with headquarters in Philadelphia, under N

Allen, of that city. Mr. Alien 
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and painfully aware of the difficulty of mak-

On the contrary, they continue 
to do that which they prociaim to be 
wicked and wrong. Thgre are twenty 
blocks in the heart of the city 
known as the dry-goods district, in which 
rates are fairly maintained, because the demand 
is greater than the supply. Outside of the 
boundaries of this charmed circie the rates have 
gone to the dogs. They are no worse than they 
were two years ago, but then they were as low 
as they could be, and that is bad enough. Itis 
not at all to the credit of the companies that they 
are ready to sell their policies on wholesale 
grocery stocks across the street from the dry- 
goods ct at 25 cents, on stocks of hats and 
straw goods at 40 cents, and on printing offices 
at 60 cents. Storage risks are being renewed at

old time instruction books (still in use in 
Northwest) at 2 per nt at 80 cents. 
RATES, ETC., IN BROOKLYN. 

But if rates and demoralized practices are 
below the paying point in thiscity, in Brook- 
lyn they are far worse. It is the universally 
and recognized fact among companies that 
the rates in Brooklyn are lower than ever 
before in this country. Dwellings are writ- 
ten for customers at eight cents net for one 
year, and 25 cents net for five years; small re- 
tail dry goods stocks and thread and needle stores, 
with fearful exposure of window (inside) lights 
at 40 cents." In special hazards, there is a moroc- 
co factory on Flushing avenue written at 40 
cents; A. 8. Barnes’ printing office at 30 
cents, and a big brewery risk at 
65 cents. Brooklyn churches are eagerly 
written by the best companies at 20 
cents, lumber-yards at 75, and wooden-ware 
factories at 1 per cent. These rates are at least 


50 per cenit below the cheapest Chicago rates. 
The ‘rate on the Ansonia Clock Factory, upon 
which a loss of $390,000 lately occurred, was 50 
to 75 cents, and the list embraced such compa- 
nies as the Etna. Hartford, Girard, Fire Asso- 
ciation, and others called conservative. There 
ls a strong competition for business in Brook- 
lyn, and rates have been cut and undercut 
Until there is nothing left to fight over. The

d the rates are far lower than on similar 
risks in this city. Yet there are manyof our 
best underwriters who tell us that there is more 
poy to be made in Brooklyn than in New 

ork. 

A BIG MUTUAL SCHEME. 

A party from Cincinnati who has had some 
experience in the mutual business in Ohio 
has been in this city for some time trying to 
work upascheme fora mutual insurance 
company among merchants. He called upon 
leading merchants and was pleased with the 
encouragement he received from all upon 
whom he cailed. Unfortunately for himself he 
commenced at the wrorg end of the line. When 
he had worked the scheme to a point where he 
could count upon about $25,000 in premium 
notes, he consulted the laws of the State and 
then found that no single premium note 
cou be taken for a larger sum than 


$500, and that it a 
such notes as a condition 
to organization. This discovery placed 
upon the scheme, and the Cincinnati gentleman 
returned home dissappointed. The steck com- 
panies of New York have controlled the legisia- 
tion on this subiect and have made it practically 
Impossible to organize a mutual company in 
this State no matter how strong or solvent such 
a corporation might be. 

A HUGE COMPANY ADVISED. 


It is frequently suggested that in spite of 
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the hard times it would be a paying invest- 3 


ment to organize a mammoth American com- 
pany with a paid-up capital of $5,000,000. 
This sounds very simple, but it would be 
a formidable undertaking for anybody. 
Years ago, in the palmy days of Jay 
Cooke, that gentleman, in connection with 
some New York underwriters, proposed to 
organize such a company, and allotted certain 
proportions of the capital to various cities, giv- 
ing New York and Philadelphia about two- 
thirds, and Chicago, Boston, and St. Louis the 
balance. It was nipped in the bud by the Jay 
Cooke collapse, and since the proposal has rested 
in peace. Lately the matter has been newly 
agitated, and several capitalists have been 
proached with reference to the matter. The re- 
port 1 that the moneyed men who have been 
asked to take stock in the affair have declined 
to subscribe, and in reality no headway has been 
made toward ———— organization. Per- 
haps out of this germ something may grow here- 
after. The theory upon which the projecters of 
this scheme are reported to p is the uni- 
versally recognized favoritism of the 
ublic for large companies. The rapidiy-grow- 
— unpopularity of the small com es and 
their steady decline insurplus are urged as 
reasons why large companies succeed and 
small companies fail. Probably no such com- 
pany will ever be organized without coming 
regularly before the public under the auspices 
of merchants and capitalists. 
MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

There are many storiesin circulation rela- 
tive to small city companies being on the 
verge of liquidation or amalgamation, but 
they lack confirmation. The Guardian, Hoff- 
mann, Lorillard, Hope, and others have been 
mentioned in this connection. 

The trial of Elijah Alliger has brought out 
some strong testimony on behalf of his good 
character prior to his arrest from various 
underwriters of prominence. There isa general 
belief at present that Alliger is a victim of the 
absquatulated Col. Boughton,” who was a re- 
ceiver of stolen bonds, and that he will be ac- 
quitted. 


The New York Fire’s Chicago agency is the 


five days’ wonder of the street. The Company 
has heretofore steadily declined to appoint 
agents, and its new departure is another proof 
that the old-time strictly local companies are 
getting over their exclusiveness. 

There was a so-called National Convention of 
Underwriters in this citya few weeks ago, in 
which some honest confessions of malpractices, 
etc., were made, but nothing effective done to 
stop them. it is generally pronounced 
a failure. The companies are quite as 
bad as before the Convention met.
